Response to Arguments 
L Applicant's arguments, see arguments, see page 6, paragraph 2, filed 3/8/2006, with 
respect to the diaphragm plate have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The objection of 
claims 1-3, 5, 6, and 12-16 has been withdrawn. Webster's dictionary defines a diaphragm as a 
"thin partition" and in light of that definition the examiner withdraws the claim objection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
1,609,894 (Trent) discloses a valve comprising a valve body (1), a valve opening (15), a valve 
plate (54), a diaphragm plate (55) having at least one opening (59), a complete open position 
(figure 4), and a closed position (when plate 54 s in the active position) but lacks a closed 
position where the valve plate is in the closed position and the diaphragm plate is in the active 
position and the valve plate is sealed relative to the valve body.
